First of all, he discovers that the catalogue houses 
in taking up the stove business have, with some ap- 
pearance of shrewdness, selected an article which 
readily lends itself to their peculiar method of doing 
business. For an article that is used every day in 
every home, the quality of a stove is probably less 
understood and is actually less understandable than 
any other article of house furniture. 

“It bakes well” is the summum bonum of the house- 
keeper. That is about all she knows about the stove, 
providing it does not smoke and is sufficiently large for 
her purposes. But gespite the importance of a good 
baking oven she usually considers this a problem of a 
more or less speculative nature when buying a new 
stove, no matter whom she buys it from, vaguely 
“guessing” that there are relative matters of draft, 
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fuel, handling and what might be called the “personal 
equation” to be taken into consideration before passing 
judgment, 

Therefore, the lady of the kitchen allows herself to 
be satisfied with selecting an oven that is large enough 
and then decides upon the stove that has the most en- 
ticing talking points in its favor and—very often—the 
most blacking and nickelplating on the surface.

IF THE recommendation of Postmaster-General Cor- 
telyou to Congress, made on April 24th; is carried into 
effect, a new postal note will be created, 


The New aa ¥ 
Postal providing for the sending of small sums 
Note of money through the mails at a mini- 


mum cost. The recommendation 
poses to obviate the conditions which have been re- 
sponsible for the custom of sending postage stamps, 
small coins and bills through the mail. This custom 
not only has been an endless source of annoyance both 
to the remitter and to the party who was supposed to 


receive the remittance but has offered constant temp- 


pro- 


tation to the postoffice employes for the commission of 
petty theft. 

Some European nations make it a finable offense for 
any person to encloge currency in an envelope unless 
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it is registered. The new postal note would be issued 
in fixed denominations running from one cent to $2.50. 
To remit odd amounts above ten cents, two and some- 
times three notes would be required. There would 
be nine notes of the denominations of one cent to nine 
cents and these would be sold at their face value with- 
out fee. There would be five notes for 10, 20, 25, 30 
and 40 cents respectively, for which a fee of one cent 
would be charged, and ten notes of 50, 60, 70, 75, 80 
and 90 cents and $1.00, $1.50, $2.00 and $2.50 re- 
spectively, for which the fee would be 2 cents. Thus, 
if anyone wished to send a remittance of $1.29, he 
would have to buy three notes; one for $1.00, one for 
twenty cents and one for nine cents, for which he 
would have to pay a fee of three cents. On the other 
hand, if he wished to make a remittance of forty-eight 
cents, he would buy a forty-cent note and an eight- 
cent note and the fee would be one cent. The advan- 
tage of these notes over the present form is hardly 
appreciable except for remitting sums of less than fifty 
cents. Above that amount the difference in cost is only 
one cent and on the average there would be no saving 
at all in the cost. The only other advantage would be 
that no written application would be necessary and a 
little time might be saved at the postoffice in buying 
the note. For sending very small sums of from one to 
fifty cents through the mails this form of postal note 
has some advantages, but that the advantages are suffi- 
cient to justify the expenditure of $150,000, which is 
asked for the purpose of putting the new notes into 
effect, we very much doubt. The reason that small 
sums of currency are mailed loose in an envelope is not 
so much because the money order costs three cents but 
because the remitter must go to the postoffice to get 
the money order. This disadvantage will not be ob- 
viated by the proposed form. 








THE MAGNIFICENT logic of the advocates of the 

Parcels Post is a source of continual wonder to the 

sane business men of the United States. 

An Economic Facts are stubborn things and our near- 

Absurdity. est approach to truth is accomplished 

through the use of facts, but facts can 

also be used to bolster up a fainting premise without 

much regard to real conditions. An advocate of the 

Parcels Post presents this marvelous view of its pos- 
sibilities : 

“T believe a complete system of Parcels Post to be 
the remedy for our present annual deficit and that it 
would soon place our Postoffice Department on a 
profit-paying basis. In Germany they handle over 
150,000,000 packages a year in their domestic parcels 
post alone. This means three packages to each man, 
woman and child in Germany. The average weight 
per package was nine pounds. Let us apply these 
figures to the United States. As we have a popula- 
tion of over: 76.000,000 we would handle 228,000,000 
packages. At the English rate of postage, the de- 
partment would receive $50,160,000. The cost’ of 
transportation would be fifty-five per cent, or $27,588,- 
000. This would leave forty-five per cent or $22,- 
572,000 from which to deduct the increased cost. The 
balance would be clear profit.” 

The Hon. Henry A. Castle of St. Paul, who, by the 
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way, is a brother of C. H. Castle of Quincy, Illinois, 
and was, for seven years, auditor of the Postoffice De- 
partment at Washington and one of the best authorities 
in the United States on general postal propositions, 
speaking of the above statement says: 

“Let us accept the propos:tion of this confident ex- 
ponent to ‘apply these figures to the United States,’ 
and see where they will lead us. According to the 
official reports of the Postoffice Department, the esti- 
mated weight of mail carried in 1905 was about 9o00,- 
coo0,000 pounds. The total cost of transporting the 
domestic mails for that year, according to the Second 
Assistant Postmaster General, was $70,618,723, where- 
of the railroads received about $46,000,000. This 
gives us as the average cost of transporting the mail 
7.8 cents per pound. 

“Now on this advocate’s basis, his 228,000,000 pack- 
ages, averaging nine pounds each, transported at a cost 
of 7.8 cents a pound, would cost $160,056,000 for 
transportation alone, to say nothing of collection and 
distribution. He says they would yield a gross rev- 
enue of $50,160,000. This would leave a net loss on 
the parcels post business, counting only the cost of 
transportation, of $109,896,000 per annum. 

“In other words, on that basis, the postal deficit for 
1905, instead of being $14,500,000, would have been 
almost $125,000,000 had we enjoyed the parcels post, 
with the volume of business its advocates predict.” 

The argument from the English rate of postage 
presents the very point upon which every sane citizen 
of the United States will rest his opposition to the 
Parcels Post for the present at least. In England the 
parcels are transported by fast freight trains, and the 
railroads receive fifty-five per cent of the postage paid. 
In other words, if the rate is a penny per pound the 
railroad receives fifty-five cents for each hundred 
pounds transported. 

In the United States the railroads receive 7.8 cents 
per pound on every pound of mail matter whether the 
postage paid is one cent or thirty-two cents per pound. 

Until the method of paying the railroads is revised 
and placed upon some such basis as in England the 
Parcels Post is an economic absurdity. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

A friend of mine has just returned from a pleasure 
trip. - 

He went to San Francisco—just before the dis- 
turbance. 

Sleeping quietly up on the fourteenth floor of the 
St. Francis hotel when the quiver came. 

Woke up just as the St. Francis made a low bow to 
some dinky little four-story building in the next block, 
which immediately—like many an_ impressionable 
lady—went all to pieces. 

But the St. Francis steadied up again, although the 
motion wasn’t quite as pleasant as the Ferris Wheel, 
Sam says. 

Then Sam turned over and went to sleep. Fact, at 
least that’s what Sam says, and I know something 
about his ability as a sleepy-head. 

Slept for about three hours and then the fire drove 
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him out. He dragged his trunk with him, down thir- 
teen flights of stairs, and all that day he dragged that 
trunk up hill and down hill in an unceasing effort to 
find refuge. 

At half-past four the next morning he went to sleep 
on a mattress in somebody’s front yard. Forty-five 
minutes later the dynamiters woke him up. They 
were just lighting the fuse to blow up the house, and 
Sam left without his trunk, 

That’s all right, laugh about it, if you want to; 
Sam does now; but somehow it didn’t seem very 
humorous at the time. But perhaps that was because 
he hadn’t had anything to eat for about a day and a 
half. Tugging a heavy trunk around on an empty 
stomach will sour any one’s disposition, 

I haven’t asked Sam yet, but when he studies it 
over I think he’ll realize that it was worth something 
to be on the fourteenth floor of a skyscraper on such 
an occasion as this. 

Of course, if the skyscraper hadn't stood the test 
it would have been mighty unpleasant for Sam. He 
wouldn’t have had any trunk to drag around all day— 
that’s about the only consolation. 

3ut the quake proved the stability of steel construc- 
ticn—which was fortunate for Sam. 

In the light of all the reports at hand the convic- 
tion is forced upon us that about the safest place to 
be found during the earthquake shock is on one of 
the top floors of a skyscraper. 

As a matter of fact, not a single person, so far as 
can be learned, lost his or her life or was seriously in- 
jured in any of the tall, steel frame structures in the 
city, although they rocked during the quake like a 
ship in a gale. 

The loss of life was caused in almost every case by 
the collapse of frame structures, which the native San 
Franciscan believed was the safest of all in an earth- 
quake, or by the shaking down of portions of brick 
or stone buildings which did not possess an iron- 
frame-work. ; 

The manner in which the tall, steel structures with- 
stood the shock is a complete vindication of the 
strongest claims yet made for them, and it is made 
doubly interesting from the fact that this is the first 
occasion on which the effect of an earthquake of any 
proportions on a tall, steel structure could be studied. 

There was a strong sentiment some years ago in 
San Francisco against the erection of very tall build- 
ings, as it was known to be a region subject to earth- 
quakes. The statement was made, and very generally 
believed at that time, that 4 high building would fall 
with much more deadly effect in case of an earth- 
quake and cause very much greater damage and loss 
of life than one of four or six stories. Many archi- 
tects and engineers shared the same opinion, but those 
builders and engineers who had made a careful study 
of the tremendous strength of the steel shell were con- 
vinced that in resisting an earthquake shock the steel 
building would prove far superior to those of the or- 
dinary brick and stone construction, 

Some architects and engineers even profess to find 
in the steel framework a medium especially well fitted 
to resist the vibratory force of an earthquake shock 
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The iron, * is said, unlike stone, responded to the 
vibratory force and passed it along to be expended 
in other directions, while brick or stone would have 
offered a solid and impenetrable front, with the result

that the seismic force would have expended itself by 


shaking the building to pieces. 

Whether there is any scientific basis for the latter 
theory or not, it*seems reasonable enough, in view of 
the descriptions given us of the manner in which the 
steel buildings received the shock. 

All things considered, the modern steel building has 
afforded in the San Francisco earthquake the best evi- 
dence of its stability and strength. When the city 
hall really begins to fall it’s me to the Masonic Temple.

With these, earnest ; Perry, of Al- 
bany, opened the first gathering of stove manufac 
turers in New York thirty-four years ago, February 





26, 1872, at which time the National Association of 
Stove Manufacturers was organized. 

They were courageous words, not 
they were true, but because of the conditions which 
made them true. At that time the stove manufac- 
turing business was in a deplorable state. There were 
214 firms or individuals engaged in it, and their sales 
approximated $40,000,000 per year. Yet the situa- 
tion was so demoralized by sectional jealousies that

They were watching for the “nigger in the wood- 
pile.” 

It was therefore a difficult task which Mr. Perry 
and his confreres faced, but they stuck to it man- 
fully, and, after spending two or three days in earnest 
counsel, a more friendly and fraternal spirit was mani- 
fested and the association came into being with John 
S. Perry as its president. 

Compare with this the tone of the opening remarks 
of President Walter P. Warren, of Troy, New York, 
at the thirty-fifth annual convention of the Nationa! 
Association of Stove Manufacturers at the Waldorf- 
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Astoria in New York Wednesday. Speaking of the 

association, Mr. Warren said: “Its funetion is not 
legislative, but merely advisory. Its object “is. to 
express the fellowship of its members and their com- 
mon opinion on all matters affecting the general con. 
ditions of trade, to unify efforts on behalf of its mem- 
bers, and encourage mutual counsel concerning the 
life and activity of our calling.” Compare these 
words with Mr. Perry's, and realize how great a 
change in the spirit which permeates stovedom has 
been effected by the beneficent influence of the Na- 
tional Association. Today the National Association 
of Stove Manufacturers is more virile and potent 
than ever before. The conditions which led to its or- 
ganization have been eradicated, and it is difficult 
to-day for the younger element to realize that they have 
ever existed. A visitor to the convention is impressed 
by the fact that the majority of the participants are 
young men. The mortality among stove manufac- 
turers is happily small. The necrological list for the 
past year contains only five names, but the old mem- 
bers step aside and leave the association work to the 
young men.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 





Gentlemen—I have not only the great pleasure, but the 
honor as well, as your president, to bid you welcome to the 
thirty-fifth annual meeting of the National Association of 
Stove Manufacturers of the United States. 

Since that initial meeting held in New York on May 6 
and 7, 1872, momentous changes have occurred—national, 
political, financial and mercantile. The majority of the found- 
ers of our association have passed away, and many of the 
business methods pertaining to their day have become obso- 
lete, yet the structure, whose foundation they so wisely built, 
has grown, expanded and flourished, until today we all 


acknowledge its educational influences, for it has produced 
harmony and fraternal relations where doubt and jealousy be- 
fore existed; 


it has brought together strong men whose

exchange of opinions and methods have had their influence 
on the character of our personnel, and today the members 
of our association are better citizens, better manufacturers 
and better competitors in business because of the influence it 
has exerted. It is for us to cherish its existence, perhaps 
to broaden its scope, and to honor its founders, who indeed 
“built better than they knew.” 

The basic source of the world’s wealth is mainly derived 
from the products of the soil and mine. This country is 
wonderfully blessed in both instances. 

According to official statistics of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, the production and value of farm crops harvested 
in 1905 never before reached such a high general level; 
the partial failure of some minor crops made no apparent 
impression upon the great aggregate of all crops. 

The corn crop reached its highest production, with two 
billion, seven hundred eight million bushels, and its value 
exceeded that of 1904 by about twenty-nine million dollars. 
The total value of the corn crop is estimated at one billion, 
one hundred sixteen million dollars—probably more than 
double that of any other crop. 

The short wheat crop of 1904, according to Secretary 
Wilson’s annual report, was followed in 1905 by the second 
largest yield that this country has ever produced, namely, 
six hundred ninety three million bushels, valued’ at five hun- 
dred eighteen million dollars. This is four million dollars 
more than the highest value previously reached (in 1891). 

In order of value the oat crop came fifth, with nine hun- 
dred fifty million bushels, which was thirty-seven million 
less than the highest yield (in 1902). In both value and yield 
the 1905 oat crop was exceeded in only two previous years, 
amounting to two hundred seventy-seven million dollars, 
which is twenty-seven million dollars below that of 1902. 

The hay crop was less than that of some previous years, 
but, owing to high prices, the total value reached five hun- 
dred sixteen million dollars, as compared with .five hundred 
twenty-nine million dollars in 1904. 

It is estimated that the value of farm products generally 
in 1905 represents six billion, five hundred million dollars. 

In the commercial markets of this country the past year 
has been one of unprecedented prosperity. The general vol- 
ume of business was’ probably the largest ever known, and 
the year 1906 is pregnant with prospects exceedingly bright. 

CONDITION OF’ THE IRON MARKET. 


The present and future condition of the iron market 
more particularly concerns our immediate interests. The year 
1905 has been most remarkable in the experi@nce of the iron 
and steel trades of the United States. It has broken all 
records for production and consumption, and we are entering 
on the second quarter of the new year with an impetus which 
apparently assures the continuance of these conditions as far 
as the immediate future is concerned, 

The iron production in the United States during 1905 
aggregated twenty-three million tons, showing an increase of 
45 per cent over that of the previous year, and the largest 
output ever recorded in the history of the metal. Consump- 
tion amounted to twenty-three million, sixty-two thousand, 
four hundred thirty-seven tons, or considerably in excess of 
the domestic output, proving that a large tonnage of foreign 
iron was also absorbed in the iron works of the United 
States. 

An interesting article touching the producing capacity 
of the United States has been contributed by that eminent 
authority, J. Stephen Jeans, secretary of the British Iron 
and Trade Association. Mr. Jeans says that: 

“The United States has about one-half of the total iron 
producing capacity of the whole world today.” The world’s 
output of iron ore is given by him as fifty-five million, five 
hundred thousand tons in 1890, and ninety-two million, three 
hundred thousand tons in 1905, showing a gain of thirty-six 
million, eight hundred thousand tons, or 70 per cent, while 
the corresponding increase in the output of pig iron was 
seventeen million, four hundred seventy thousand tons. 

“One naturally wonders, where is this extraordinary 
progress to end? Is it to be continued on the same scale, 
or on an even larger scale, in the future? And, if so, what 
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is the larger scale likely to be and by what countries is it 
likely to be met? No one who has carefully studied the 
matter can fail to see that the United States must con- 
tribute, for the next half century at any rate, the greater 
part of any future advance, alike in pig iron and in steel. 
No other country has the same supplies of cheap and rich 
raw material. No other country has its conditions of pro- 
duction in such good shape. No other country has such a 
colossal home demand. No other country can to the same 
extent enjoy the great benefits attendant on production on a 
large scale. No other country is better protected from out- 
side competition. 

“The manifest destiny of the United States, with its 
vast resources, appears to be to produce more and more 
largely for export, and if it is found more profitable to export 
the finished forms of the material rather than the cruder 
forms, so much the better for those engaged in the busi- 
ness.” 

Discussing the question as to whether the present activ- 
ity is likely to last, Mr. Jeans takes the ground that the boom 
in the iron and steel trade is not likely to come to an end 
soon, 

The present outlook would seem to warrant a most opti- 
mistic view of the iron market for the remainder of the 
year; in fact, so much business is already on the books of 
producers that the prosperity of the first half of the present 
year is assured. But who is wise enough to forecast the 
future, and, though no shadows at present are thrown across 
the refulgent conditions that are so attractive and seemingly 
assuring, yet clouds may gather rapidly and, for a space at 
least, obscure the future, bringing in its wake a depression 
for a period, longer or shorter, as its density may determine. 

The prosperity which duritig the past year has so uni- 
versally blessed both the product of soil and factory through- 
out the country has had its influence on our own particular 
interests. From reliable sources I am fully warranted in 
stating that the production of our wares by the members of 
this association exceeded materially the output of 1904, 
though I am led to believe that the net profit on the general 
product fell somewhat below the earnings of the previous 
year. In most instances this deficiency may be accounted for 
by the increased cost of material and labor occuring during 
the manufacturing year. 


HIGHER COST OF MANUFACTURING STOVES. 


At the present moment the cost of all material, with 
hardly an exception, used in the process of our manufactur- 
ing rules higher in price than the average for articles of a 
like character for the past year. Co-ordinate with these con- 
ditions, which are beyond our control, the tendency to make 
our goods with numerous additions for convenience and em- 
bellishment and more careful finish is so increasing their 
cost that the question may well be asked, Is the ratio of sell- 
ing prices keeping pace with the increasing costs of manu- 
facturing? 

To a casual observer, or to one who has not well con- 
sidered this subject; the present selling prices of stoves, when 
contrasted with those ruling a few years since, would seem 
to be high, and, in reality, when compared with many manu- 
factured articles essential for the maintenance of life, comfort 
and happiness of the race, are above the average; for in- 
stance, household furniture of almost every description, glass, 
crockery, clothing, boots and shoes, etc., the cost of which 
have been very greatly reduced with the aid of machinery; 
but, in the art of manufacturing stoves—if it may be so 
termed—little or no advance has been made in the way of 
cheapening the product; with few exceptions the various 
processes from patterns in the wood to the finished article 
in the mounting shop, the same methods practically prevail 
that existed years ago, save some minor adjuncts which by 
no means can be classed among the wonderful aids of ma- 
chinery which have given such an impetus in, and cheapness 
to, many articles of common necessity. 

The question naturally arises, Are the selling prices for 
stoves abnormally high, when compared with the present 
cost of production? An analysis of the proposition would 
seem to answer the question in the negative—at the same

because of the fact that of late years the board prices have 
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largely advanced; also that the cost of mounting, polishing, 
nickeling and all other labor is largely increased in the cost 
of the 1906 range over the 1886 pattern. 

To go back still further, say five years, to 1881, when 
the range type of cooking stove was first becoming popular, 
the highest grade of range made and sold in the same terri- 
tory, and representing the best type of its class, viz., a No.°9, 
21-inch, all-cast reservoir range and high shelf, fully com- 
plete in every particular, with unpolished edges; weight of 
nickel parts, 7 pounds:

These figures may not apply in some instances, because 
of the diversified trade of the members of the association, 
but I think they will, in some measure, prove the assertion 
that a first-class cooking stove of the present day, with all 
its modern improvements, conveniences and embellishments, 
is not selling at an abnormal price, when brought in contrast 
with prices formerly prevailing for stoves, which, for the 
era they represent, were considered the best of their class. 

Therefore, eliminating the cupidity of the occasional 
grasping retailer, can it be accurately said that the selling 
price of the best type of modern cooking and heating stove 
of the present day is abnormally high when we take into 
consideration the cost of production, the functions they fulfill, 
and their importance as articles of necessity? 


GROWING DEMAND FOR GOOD STOVES. 


There is a growing demand in this country for better 
cooks and better cooking. It is an established fact that the 
general health of the community is very dependent upon the 
manner in which food is prepared and cooked. It is related 
that the culinary art followed immediately the discovery of 
fire. It is certain the ancient Greeks raised every department 
of cookery to a high consideration, for professional cooks 
had come into existence before the age of Pericles. 

During the period of the Roman empire, schools of cook- 
ing were established in which accomplished cooks acted as 
professors. In the reign of Elizabeth cooks were classical 
scholars. Books upon cooking abound throughout the civil- 
ized world and date back to the fourteenth century. 

The importance of good cooking is aptly illustrated in 
the following lines by Owen Meredith: 

We may live without poetry, music and art; 
We may live without conscience, and live without heart; 
We may live without friends; we may live without books, 
But civilized man cannot live without cooks. 

In our relations to our business of producing and selling 
stoves, we fulfill a dual position—that of manufacturer and 
merchant, and to arrive at the ultimate value of our goods 
every item of cost must be included from its concéption, to 
the article finished and sold and the money in hand which 
we are to receive for the same; for the true cost can never 
be properly determined until this is an accomplished fact. 

The time and thought given to origination is just as 
much an item of the cost as the process of manufacturing 
pure and simple, and the selling and. collecting department, 
if properly conducted, demands a high class of mercantile 
sagacity. 

A pertinent question, and one, worthy of. our careful 
consideration, would be, Can the members of this association 
by their action sustain selling prices to such a dégree that 
fair returns may be expected from. the capital we have in- 
vested plus a reasonable compensation for the energy and 
skill required to conduct the business? 

My answer would be that. there. can -be no reasonable 
doubt in sustaining selling prices through the medium of. well 
organized and active local associations; their ‘importance and 
value to the trade can orily’ be realized by practical ‘experi- 
ence; and, if there is a skeptic within the sound of my voice, 
I would refer him.to the able and graphic paper presented 
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by Mr. Geo. Mitchel on this topic, and read at the last 
annual convention. 

It is unreasonable to expect that our National Associa- 
tion, including so large a membership, spreading over so 
extended an area, and possessing such diversified interests, 
can attempt to enforce, to any extent, set rules and regula- 
tions governing the whole body. Its function is not legis- 
lative, but merely advisory; its object is to express the fel- 
lowship of its members and their common opinion on all 
matters affecting the general conditions of trade—to unify 
efforts on behalf of its members, and encourage mutual coun- 
sel concerning the life and activity of our calling. 

Local associations should have certain defined environ- 
ments, which, in a measure, supply an immediate market for 
the goods produced in that locality. The assertion that the 
stove trade is gradually becoming localized cannot be con- 
troverted, and that those who go too “far afield” for custom- 
ers do so at the expense of a fair profit; hence, the local 
association, because of its restricted territory, and with mem- 
bers whose interests are more nearly identical, is enabled to 
establish and maintain definite regulations for the conduct 
and guidance of its members. 

I cannot impress too fully upon our members the great 
importance of establishing and maintaining active local asso- 
ciations; through their instrumentality many abuses due to 
unwise competition can be eradicated, stability given to sell- 
ing prices, profits increased in times of prosperity, and de- 
moralization prevented when the markets are depressed. 

This representation is no chimera—its merits have been 
tested, its results proven; with local associations judiciously 
located and properly conducted, covering the more impor- 
tant territory embracing the trade of the members of this 
association, we should closely approach that community of 
interest which has lately been sought for by many members 
of our fraternity. 


THE APPRENTICE QUESTION. 


The great necessity for constantly increasing the ranks 
of skilled mechanics in our business induces me to say a 
few words concerning apprentices—a subject which ought 
seriously to engage the thought and action, as well, of every 
manufacturer. 

I fear that in too many instances we overlook the impor- 
tance of discreetly selecting and properly training boys as 
apprentices. Do we appreciate that the apprentice of to-day 
is the mechanic of to-morrow, and that the employer in a 
large measure is responsible for the grade of workman grad- 
uated from his employ? 

Of late years it has been the custom for our secretary in 
issuing his annual notices for the meetings of the associa- 
tion to extend an invitation to stove manufacturers not mem- 
bers of our association to attend our meetings and to take 
part in all of the proceedings, except voting. 

During the past year several of our members have, 
through me, made strenuous objections to this course. I con- 
sulted with the genéral executive committee, and, as they 
were not unanimous in their views, I now suggest that this 
matter should be brought before the convention and a com- 
mittee appointed to consider the matter and offer recom- 
mendations for your consideration. 

In’ the meantime, if the members so elect, we can go into 
executive session for the consideration of such subjects as 
they deem proper. 

NO FAILURES AMONG 

It is very gratifying to announce that there have been no 
failures reported among our members during the past year. 

It is my sad duty to officially announce the death of our 
former president, which occurred at his residence on Satur- 
day, December 9, 1905. A man of sterling character, high 
ideals and charming personality—few persons go down to 
the tomb more beloved and regretted than Peter B. Acker. 

The following additional deaths of members have also 
been reported during the year:

REPAIR PIRATES. 


The president, in his address at your last annual meeting, 
suggested that a committee be appointed to ascertain if there 
could be any legal redress for the stove manufacturers against 
the so-called “Repair Pirates,” and that an opinion be ob- 
tained from some competent lawyer on this question. In 
accordance therewith the following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the secretaries of the local associations, 
together with the secretary of the National Association of 
Stove Manufacturers, be appointed a committee to formulate 
a plan of co-operation and action against the repair pirates, 
and refer the same to the general executive committee.” 

In accordance therewith your secretary called a meeting 
at the Hotel Astor in New York City, September sth, and 
your president and several gentlemen were in attendance to 
-aid the secretaries in their deliberations. 

After a thorough and careful consideration of the sub- 
ject, it was 

“Resolved, That we recommend to the general executive 
committee of the National Association of Stove Manufac- 
turers that a legal opinion be obtained as to the probability 
of an action against the pirates being sustained under the 
common law, and, if such opinion is favorable, that suit 
against some pirate be instituted under the common law.” 
(Adopted unanimously.) And it was also 

“Resolved, That we recommend to the general executive 
committee of the National Association of Stove Manufac- 
turers that Mr. Walter P. Warren, president, appoint a com- 
mittee to obtain a legal opinion as referred to in the fore- 
going resolution at the expense of the National Association of 
Stove Manufacturers; and, in case this opinion is favorable, 
said committee have power, in conjunction with the com- 
mittee on repair piracy of the Stove Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of Pennsylvania, to conduct a suit in the United States 
Court in equity proceedings under the commion law; the cost 
of said proceedings to be paid by the National Association 
of Stove Manufacturers.” (Adopted unanimously.) 

In accordance with the above resolutions, your president 
called a joint meeting of the general executive committee of 
the National Association of Stove Manufacturers and the 
national committee on repair piracy, which was convened at 
the Auditorium Hotel in Chicago on October 23, 1905. 

The action of the meeting previously held in New York 
on September 5th and 6th was laid before the executive com- 
mittee, and they reported to the joint meeting as follows: 

“Your executive committee, having given careful atten- 
tion to the subject assigned to them for consideration, would 
respectfully report as follows: 

“We advise the appointment of a committee by the presi- 
dent to secure an opinion from one or more attorneys as to 
the advisability of commencing suit under the common law 
to decide our rights regarding ‘pirated repairs,’ and such 
committee are hereby authorized to expend a sum not to 
exceed two thousand dollars. 

“(Signed )

“G. D. Dana, 
“C. A. DuCHaArRME.” 


The president then appointed the following committee 
to carry out the instruction of the executive committee:

D. Green, E. C. Hanrahan, John R. McKnight, secretary. 

This. committee convened at the Auditorium Hotel Oc- 
tober 23d, at 3 p. m., and a general discussion ensued as to 
the question before them, and it was moved and seconded

occasionally be regretful of our calling, but I venture to say 
that any business worth doing has its trials and disadvan- 
tages. 
Experience brings reliance; and reliance, with a well- 
trained experience, is a most important factor to success. 
Therefore, my younger hearers, take a deep interest in your 
business; success comes only to those that are true to their 
own interests. With diligence couple high aspirations, and 
remember that your calling is one of dignity, and will bear, 
to a great extent, the impress of your own character. 

Gentlemen, we are indeed citizens of a wonderful coun- 
try, and live in an age replete with astonishing developments ; 
it seems not at all improbable that the next few years will 
witness an expansion of commercial enterprises and change of 
business methods that will surprise even the most optimistic 
minds of the present days. 

Economies are being instituted that were never conceived 
of before. The co-ordination of similar interests of similar 
nature are ripe with economies that are impractical in smaller 
plants—all bearing witness to the advisability of combina- 
tions.

The address of Mr. Abram C. Mott, of the Abram 
Cox Stove Co., Philadelphia, was one of the most 
practical papers ever presented before the association. 
We give it in full: 


WHAT DOES IT COST TO SELL STOVE RE- 
PAIRS? 


James 





In recent years stove manufacturers have devoted much 
care and thought to the analytical examination of their busi- 
ness, both in the manufacturing and selling departments. 

The cruder methods of earlier times have been to a large 
extent displaced by more thorough and scientific systems of 
analysis and accounting. 

The tendency has been to separate the business into more 
numerous sections, departments, classes, territories, etc., so 
as to enable the manufacttrer to intelligently guide and con- 
trol his policies for the conservation of profits in these times 
of strenuous competition. 

But, notwithstanding the general adoption of better and 
more thorough methods for enabling the stove manufacturer 
to know many of the facts regarding his business, the cost of 
handling and distributing repair castings is a matter which 
seems to have received no attention whatever from the ma- 
jority of stove manufacturers. 

It has always been assumed that there is no expense at- 
tached to the actual selling of repair castings, and that the 
profit on them is so large that it is not necessary to subject 
this part of the business to close scrutiny or thorough analysis. 

The feeling that it is beyond the power of the manufac- 
turer to increase or control the volume of sales of repairs, 
has also doubtless operated to prevent that close examination 
of the repair department, which other parts of the business 
have received, 

Orders for repairs are usually received by mail, witheut 
any solicitation whatsoever. And when a salesman takes 
orders for repairs, it is assumed that he does so as a matter 
of course, and that he expends no time in securing them, and 
is at no expense whatever, which is chargeable to the repair 
department. 

I have heard a manufacturer attempt to show the large 
profit in repairs, by taking as an illustration the case of a 
repair order coming in for a twenty-pound repair casting, 
which casting it was merely necessary to take from the shelf, 
place a tag thereon, send it away, and charge it at 6c per 
pound, thereby realizing a profit of 150 per cent. 

Like many other plausible but one-sided illustrations, this 
picture is very pretty until you come to examine it closely. 

Though it be granted that there are no salesmen’s sal- 
aries nor expenses incurred in selling repairs, though the ad- 
vertising cost chargeable to the repair department is so small 
that it can safely be excluded in our calculations, and though 
orders for repairs come to us without effort on our part, yet 
a just and proper apportionment to the repair department of 
the expenses that belong to it will show that there is a very 
heavy cost attaching to the distribution of repairs. 

An attempt to show with approximate accuracy what it 
does actually cost to sell repair castings ought not to be 
without interest and benefit to the members of the National 
Association of Stove Manufacturers. 


WHAT DO REPAIR CASTINGS ACTUALLY COST? 

An actual count of invoices, papers and records, and a 
close investigation of the distribution of office work, will 
show that, in the business of the stove manufacturer, at 
least 50 per cent of all office expenses, let them be what they 
will, should be charged to the repair department. 


That is: 














50 per cent of the mail received is on the subject of 
repairs 

50 per cent of the order department relates to repairs. 

50 per cent of the billing department goes to repairs. 

50 per cent of the bookkeepers’ salaries should be charged 
to repairs. 

50 per cent of the clerks’ wages in the shipping depart- 
ment should fall upon repairs. 

50 per cent of stenographers’ salaries should belong to 
repairs, 

50 per cent of odd office help is expended upon repairs. 

50 per cent of the cost of stationery, postage and miscel- 
laneous office expense is devoted to repairs. 

The cost of actually handling and shipping a ton of repairs 
is much greater than it is on a ton of stoves. 

Handling repairs on the shipping platform, placing them 
in wagons, carting them to destination and unloading them, 
costs more on a given tonnage than it does on finished 
stoves, 

Most well-equipped foundries devote large space in their 
warehouses to the accumulation, sorting and storage of re- 
pairs. This space is maintained at a large expense -in pro- 
portion to the volume of repair business, and the workmen 
devoted to the repair line in the warehouse are chargeable, 
of course, entirely to the repair department. 

For convenience in computing the cost of the repair 
end of the business, I believe it is also advisable to charge 
to sales expense the wages of the men who trim repairs and 
get them ready for the market, after they are cleaned and 
delivered to the mounting room. While such labor is not, 
strictly speaking, a part of the sales expense attached to 
repair castings, it is much simpler and more convenient to 
include it in the sales or distribution cost than it would be 
to carry it as a part of the manufacturing cost. 

This labcr would include the men who trim up the cast- 
ings and do such drilling, mounting and fitting as may be 
necessary. 

To ascertain the cost of selling repairs, let us take, as 
an example, a foundry which sells 350 tons of repair castings. 
Let us place the average, all-round price of the castings at 5c 
per pound, or $100 per ton. This would make a repair busi- 
ness amounting to $35,000 on the sales book. 

The total office expense of such a foundry would be not 
less than $12,000, and as one-half of this expense must be 
charged to repairs, it would make a burden of $6,000 for the 
repair department to bear. 

The wages of the men required to handle these castings, 
place them in the bins in the warehouse, and for such drilling, 
mounting and fitting as would be necessary, would amount to 
not less than $2,500. 

The actual shipping of these castings, including handling, 
shipping expenses, and all other similar costs incurred after 
the castings have been placed in proper condition for shipping, 
would amount to not less than $2,100. 

Now, let us put these figures together, thus:

These figures show that the selling expense on repairs 
computed on the selling price, in a foundry disposing of 350 
tons of repairs at $100 per ton, would amount to 30 3/Io per 
cent. 

Or, the cost to sell these repairs, if computed on the 
manufacturing cost, according to the usual method of figuring 
costs, would amount to about 60 per cent. 

These calculations show such an enormous cost for repair 
sales that I do not expect the figures to be accepted without 
dispute. 

The showing is so startling that I expect many of the 
stove manufacturers here present to question its validity. 

I believe, however, that the figures are safely conserva- 
tive, because there are some minor expenses which should be 
charged to the repair department, of which I have taken no 
account in compiling my figures. 
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It will be observed, for example, that I have made no 
charge for rent or interest for the warehouse space occupied 
by repair castings. 

Every stove manufacturer should charge some part of 
his advertising account to the repair business, because there 
is a certain amount of printed matter and catalogue space 
required by the repair department 

It would be just and proper according, also, to charge 
some small part of salesmen’s salaries and expenses to the 
repair business, and | believe that, if any arbitrary proportion 
of this selling cost be so charged, it would not be less than 
5 per cent. 

I hope that every member of the association, when he 
returns to,his office, will carefully figure over for himself 
the cost of selling repair castings as an entirely separate 
feature from all other selling expenses, charging to the repair 
department all of those selling expenses which it should 


properly bear

man Entertainment Committee, 

If this is done, I am confident that many members will 
arrive at figures in excess of those which I have given. 

A MISTAKE TO RELY ON REPAIRS FOR PROFITS. 

There are stove manufacturers in this country, who be- 
lieve that repairs are so extremely profitable that they will 
sell stoves under the imaginary compulsion of competition 
at the narrowest possible margin of profit, and often prac 
tically at cost, comforting themselves with the delusive hope 
that the stoves thus scattered as seed will soon produce a 
crop of repair orders which will more than offset the lack 
of profit on the stoves themselves 

The fictitious profit which is figured on repairs also 
operates, in many cases, to cause stove manufacturers to make 
special price concessions on repairs to large customers, which 
are utterly unwarranted, and which would never be made 
if the facts were realized, 

Specially low prices on repairs are also made to repair 
jobbers, or with the mistaken idea that the pirate can thereby 
be circumvented, which, if costs were figured on the proper 
basis, would show an actual loss. 

And this false and mistaken idea of the cost of repair 
castings frequently results, at the end of the year, in an 
exhibit of unsatisfactory profits as a total, for the reason 
that the manufacturer has figured much larger profits on his 
repair castings than he has actually realized on this depart- 
ment of his business. 
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He thinks that his repairs yield him a larger profit than 
other goods he sells, whereas, if he figured the proper selling 
expense against this part of his output, he would discover 
that the repair castings business constituted the poorest and 
least profitable part of his sales. 

It has been borne in upon my mind for years that a very 
large proportion of total selling costs in the stove business 
was going to the odd castings department, and that it cost 
very much more to sell repairs than to sell finished goods. 

Hence, I have taken the trouble to analyze this feature 
of the business, with results which, while they seem startling, 
were certainly not unexpected, 

This is certain—it costs the stove manufacturer more to 
sell repairs than to sell any other class of goods which he 
makes, and more than it costs him to sell any other goods in 
any territory he covers. 

He is a wise man who rids himself of delusions. 

Look over this casting business carefully, figure it out 
for yourselves, and I am convinced that you will see that 
the large profits which it is generally assumed are made 
without effort or trouble on repair castings, is a delusion and 
a myth. 

With a more correct and accurate knowledge on the sub- 
ject, it stands within our power, if we can agree in regard to 
the matter, to make the repair department in reality what it 
should be, a profitable part of our business.

The stibject. “How to Determine the Value of a 
Stove Salesman” was ably handled by R. S. Wood, of 
the Fuller & Warren Company, of Troy, N. Y., in the 
following paper: 

HOW TO DETERMINE THE VALUE OF A STOVE 
SALESMAN. 





So many factors enter into the question that it is almost 
impossible to lay:down set rules for determining his value. I 
therefore merely give my. impressions. 

Some succeed because, among other virtues, of their spe- 
cial aptitude in one or more directions, while another may lack 
those particular qualities and still be a great success because 
of other qualities. 

Buyers differ in their peculiarities and it is absolutely 
necessary for the successful salesman to- be a good judge of 
human nature, to study the buyer’s peculiarities or weak- 
nesses, if he possesses any, and as he is merely human it 
follows that he does, and plan his actions in accord. 

He must possess a. most thorough knowledge of, and 
abiding faith in, his goods, without which he cannot have that 
earnestness which is one of the prime factors of success. 

Unless a man thoroughly believes in his goods he is cer- 
tain to perform his duties in a perfunctory way; his heart must 
be in his work, otherwise he cannot have that convincing 
manner which is absolutely necessary to interest the buyer 
and make him feel that the goods are such as he actually 
needs, that they will be easier to sell, will bring higher prices, 
give better service to the consumer than ordinary goods; that 
they possess value, are not mere chunks of pig iron; that with 
them he can build up a lasting trade with satisfaction to the 
consumer and profit to himself; a trade that will grow. 

No two sales are made in exactly the same manner, even 
by the same salesman to the same buyer; hence it is necessary 
for the salesman to be wide-awake, able to size up the situa- 
tion, study the conditions and meet them. 

Goods should be sold on their merits, value given for 
value received. A salesman who can only sell goods by 
cutting prices is worthless. 

He must have tenacity of purpose tempered with judg- 
ment, possessed of great patience, as he certainly will meet 
with rebuffs. 

It is only by persistent effort that he can expect success; 
discouragement must be a word unknown to him; he must be 
a consistent worker, give his employer his best efforts, be 
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willing at times to sacrifice his personal comfort if by so 
doing he can advance the interests of his house; use good 
judgment in selecting responsible dealers for customers and 
thus save the Jabor which is wasted in selling goods to irre- 
sponsible parties whose orders will surely be thrown out by 
the credit man. 
NOT MERELY A SALESMAN BUT* THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 
HOUSE. 

If a dealer shows evidence of going backward he should 
post his house fully regarding the condition of affairs. 

A salesman by his personal knowledge of the dealer and 
acquaintance in the town is oftentimes in position to gather 
advance information which will be of inestimable value to his 
employer and frequently save him large sums of money. 

There must be harmonious action between the salesman 
and the house—they niust work together; they are dependent 
upon each other, and if the salesman shows by his work that 
the interest of the employer is foremost in his mind, the 
employer should show proper appreciation of such work. 

The good salesman will keep his house fully informed of 
the needs of his customers, aim to sell goods on which there 
is a fair margin of profit, push the sale of the better goods, 
study his territory carefully, note the places where the trade 
can be expanded and work patiently and diligently to increase 
his trade in all sections; not tire easily and be content with 
a small order when by the display of a little exertion and tact 
he could increase such order. 

He should know when to stop and not leave a bad im- 
pression on his customer, keeping in mind the ultimate results, 
realizing that the interests of the buyer and the seller are 
mutual, be perfectly fair, honest and straightforward in his 
dealings, help the buyer keep his stock clean, well assorted 
and well displayed, urge him to make extra efforts to dis- 
pose of shop-worn samples and obsolete styles and by delicate 
suggestions point out to the buyer how his business can be 
increased. 

He should not only understand perfectly the construction 
of his goods but should know the conditions necessary for 
their successful operation. 

We all know that at times a stove will fail to operate 
successfully, due in ninety-nine cases out of one hundred to 
a defective chimney or improper handling. 

A good salesman will know how to handle such cases; 
he will investigate carefully, discover the cause of the trouble 
and adjust same to the entire satisfaction of all concerned. 

He knows that he cannot afford to pass such cases by and 
permit a party who has no particular interest in that stove to 
attempt to straighten out matters. 

The poor salesman will not realize the necessity of prompt 
action in cases of this nature—may be troubled with that tired 
feeling or possibly think it beneath his dignity to attend to 
such work, feeling that he was employed to sell goods, not to 
bother with complaints. The trade of the house will suffer 
by having such a salesman. 

The good salesman, full of resources, by his prompt and 
efficient action in such cases will still further ingratiate himself 
in the confidence not only of his customer but of his em- 
ployer. Such a man is valuable; he knows that he must not 
only sell goods but demonstrate that the goods are exactly 
as he represents them. 

CAREFULNESS A GREAT VIRTUE. 

A salesman’s value is greatly increased by his careful 
attention to the details of his business. He can save much 
annoyance and bother to his house and avoid differences with 
dealers by carefully and explicitly stating on each order the 
exact style of goods wanted, with a clear description of all 
extras. Prices should be plainly shown, terms, shipping direc- 
tions, and all conditions affecting the sale accurately noted; 
each order signed by the buyer. 

Too many salesmen are careless in this particular, nécessi- 
tating extra correspondence on the part of his house, fre- 
quently causing friction with the dealer, with the resultant 
loss in trade. 

Many salesmen not only spoil their own chances to better 
their condition but injure their house by their addiction to 
braggadocio and untruthfulness, 































































It is an old saying that still water runs deep, and the 
salesman who keeps his own counsel, is truthful, works con- 
sistently and patiently, will reap the benefits of his labor and 
stand in line for any advancement which his house has to 
offer. Such salesmen are known and their work recognized 
by other employers and they frequently have opportunities to 
advance their personal interests in other directions. 

Some salesmen know their goods, are good talkers, fre- 
quently too voluble, but lack the faculty of clinching an order. 
They get on fairly well with old established trade but fail 
utterly in trying for new business. 

I call to mind an experience with a salesman of this stamp 
who knew so much, or thought he did, talked so fluently, not 
always to the point, that he was not a success even with old 
established trade; he usually disgusts the buyer, and I remem- 
ber having received an order on which the customer explained 
that this particular salesman had bored him almost to death; 
he had only just gotten rid of him, would not give him an 
order for goods which he really wanted, but mailed same 
direct to us with the request that the goods be forwarded 
promptly and advice given the salesman to steer clear of his 
town in the future. This man was certainly not entitled to 
credit for mail orders from his territory. 

SHOULD A SALESMAN BE CREDITED WITH ALL OF THE GOODS SOLD 

IN HIS TERRITORY, INCLUDING MAIL ORDERS? 

If a salesman does his duty and shows by results that he 
can hold the trade, build up and increase same where it has 
not been fully developed, he should in my opinion have full 
credit for all the business done on his territory, no matter 
whether the orders are his personal ones, by mail or other- 
wise, from new customers of his own making or old estab- 
lished trade. Some might contend that he is not entitled to 
credit for mail orders from old established trade; why, then, 
should he have credit for personal orders from such trade? 
How long in these days of sharp competition would such 
trade last were it not looked after by a competent salesman? 

Some bright salesman would show his fine Italian hand 
by getting in a sample and by persistent effort finally place 
his entire line to the exclusion of the other. 

It requires a constant fight and great effort to hold 
trade; the buyer must be frequently visited, his requirements 
carefully studied. The salesman’s efforts must be backed up 
by his house in the production of attractive up-to-date goods 
and the proper handling of the account, and he should have 
every encouragement which his house can give him. 

IS IT NOT FEASIBLE TO KEEP A CORRECT ACCOUNT OF THE NET PRO- 

CEEDS IN EACH SALESMAN’S TERRITORY ? 

To those who keep an accurate cost system, it is an easy 
matter to figure the cost of goods shipped in any territory, 
add to it the salesman’s salary and expense account and any 
other extraordinary expenses incurred, and compare same 
with amount received for the goods. i 

Such a proceeding requires a large amount of labor where 
many salesmen are employed and seems hardly necessary 
because of the present uniformity of prices. 

From the balance sheet at the end of the year one can 
get his percentage of profit and from the volume of business 
obtained in any particular territory it is easy to estimate the 
value of salesmen handling same, and if there is any doubt, 
the business in such territory can be figured exactly.

Enclosed find drawing of a cattle dipping tank which 
I have lately built and which I think is quite a task for a 
country shop. If you think it will be of any interest, 
you may use it. I took the full size of the sheet for 
the height of the tank and turned the sides up one inch 
which makes a rib of each seam, riveted two inches 
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apart with six inch rivets, and soldering on the inside 
when complete. The size of the tank is twenty-five 
feet long and four feet wide at the top, eight feet high, 
and fifteen feet long and two feet wide at the bottom. 
It is made of number eighteen galvanized iron and fin- 
ished with one and three-fourths inch angle iron around 
the top.

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TIN AND-TIN PLATE. 





According to Sir John Jones Jenkins, the present 
supply of tin is inadequate to the needs of the world. 
Tin differs from most other metals. Copper and iron 
are found in large deposits in different parts of the 
world. Tin is found scarcely anywhere except in 
Cornwall and the Straits Settlements. This is the 
purport of an address delivered recently before the 
monthly meeting of the Swansea, England, Harbor 
Trust. 

This condition is naturally contributing largely to 
the prosperity of the Cornwall mine owners and ship- 
pers. The price of block tin, aided by the operations 
of the London tin syndicate, has soared to a record- 
breaking point, higher than it has been at any time 
since 1880, 

The high price of tin has given impetus to the per- 
ennial search for undiscovered tin deposits, and re- 
ports of finds are reaching the world with customary 
frequency. New tin deposits have been uncovered 
in Nigeria, according to Professor W. R. Dunstan, 
director of the Imperial Institute of London, who has 
just been making a careful examination of the reports 
and specimens forwarded by surveyors. “It is prob- 
able that as soon as suitable transport is provided 
Northern Nigeria will become an important tin-pro- 
ducing country,” he says. “The importance of the 
Bauchi tin deposits has been already established. Tin 
in the form of cassiterite has now been found in the 
stream beds of other districts. Already deposits in the 
Bauchi Province are being worked by the Niger Com- 
patvy and the metal smelted on the spot. The first con- 
sienment of tin from the Protectorate has recently 
reached England.” 
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Alaska tin, it is prophesied, has a great future before 
it. It is now being smelted on a small scale at Seattle, 
Wash., and this smelter is soon to be enlarged to 
handle tin ore concentrated at Teller, Alaska. 

On the other hand, despite the high price of pig tin, 
the Welsh tin plate industry is faring hard. Many of 
the factories have been compelled to close. The London 
Commercial Intelligence, in a report on the tin-plate 
industry in South Wales, says: “The tin plate trade 
seems to be going from bad to worse. American com- 
petition is being severely felt, and, though some of the 
Welsh makers are quoting under-cost price to secure 
Canadian orders, they are being undersold to the ex- 
tent of about 6d. per box, with the result that Ameri- 
can deliveries into Canada are going up by leaps and 
bounds. 
tering into fierce competition with the Welsh makers, 
it being reported that the quantity of tin plates on 
which the United States 
back during the last fiscal 
pounds, an aggregate which has only been beaten twice 
before.” 

Another cause of the present dullness in the Wales 
tin plate trade is attributed by Sir John Jones Jenkins 
to the German tariff on tin plate which went into effect 
March 1st. In the latter part of February German 
buyers exerted themselves to buy up all the tin plate 
they possibly could and are consequently out of the 
market for the time at least.

TINNERS TO THE DEFENSE. 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I will avail myself of a little of your space so kindly 
proffered the tinners for the purpose of making replies to 
your correspondent, who makes the claim that all tinners 
or practically all tinners are “booze fighters” and “lushers.” 
Not that I think a word need be said in our defense. I do 
not consider your correspondent’s claims worthy of the space 
necessary to print replies to them. Further, I do not believe 
he voices the sentiment of any considerable percentage of 
the employers when he makes the charge. In my opinion he 
is one of these 2x4 employers who has read some of the ad- 
vertisements in your valuable paper for help that wind up 
with the expression, “no booze fighters need apply.” It sound- 
ed new to him and of course he was anxious to push new 
things, so he'll “push it along.” 

our correspondent makes the interesting statement that 

he is in a position to employ a number of tinners to advantage 
the year around. Wonderful! Further, that he is willing to 
pay scale wages and to treat his men with all the considera- 
tion in his power. His being willing to pay scale wages 
means that he is willing to pay the minimum wages necessary 
to keep his shop open and keep out of trouble. Truly he is 
generous. To treat his men with all the consideration in his 
power means absolutely nothing to us. I for myself do not 
think that a man that will make the broad assertion he does 
is capable of a great deal of consideration for any man. 

Well, too much already about your correspondent. Now 
a very few words about tinners. I have been an ordinary 
dub of a tinner for 15 years and have worked in five states 
and several towns and cities. In all the fifteen years I have 
never heard the claim made before, therefore my belief that 
the opinion is not general. As for the actual condition of 
affairs, I do not believe that even a majority of tinners are 
addicted to the use of liquor, to say nothing about being 
“booze fighters and lushers.” One look at a booze fighter’s 
face would scare the average hardware dealer out of a year’s 
growth, and I am quite sure he would not employ the man. 
Most of the tinners are employed, and as I contend that hard-

He can find 
lots of men that never touch liquor if he will look long enough 
and look in the right place, but he won’t always find them 
unemployed, and of course they will be a little harder to 
get than the floater.

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Trade Report. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 


A still greater activity in window screens and doors 
and poultry netting was experienced during the week 
in review, but wire cloth is extremely dull. The 
heavy draft of San Francisco building is felt on such 
articles as corrugated galvanized sheets and wire nails, 
to be used there in the erection of temporary struc- 
tures. 

The rise in the finished iron market has resulted in 
a stronger tone on nuts, bolts and similar lines—con- 
cessions being withdrawn. Chicago wagon builders 
are interested in the injunction which the merchants 
here have obtained preventing the immediate enforce- 
ment of the wide tire ordinance. 

Many orders are being received from retailers for 
harvesting tools and jobbers are beginning to feel the 
heavy strain on these spring and summer tools. Manu- 
facturers are fully occupied with orders, though a few 
complain of delay in getting material. 

All jobbers report a very active season, but are suf- 
fering considerably from shortage of goods, which is 
the inevitable result of the retailers deferring their 
purchases too long. Jobbers have generally ordered 
early and allowed for a generous leeway, but the de- 
mand with them is greater than they had expected. 
Prices in general are unchanged. 





PLATES. 

An active demand for light plates was experienced 
during the week in review and local houses state four- 
teen weeks the earliest delivery. Sheared plates are 
not so brisk and delivery in four weeks is promised. 
Stove trade in plates is good, and jobbers are holding 
firmly to the following schedule of mill shipments, 
f. o. b. Chicago, 

Tank steel, 4% inch and heavier, up to 100 inches 
wide, 1.76'%2c base; flange steel, 1.8614c base; marine 
steel, 1.96%c base; all full extras. Plates 3-16 inch 
thick, $2 extra; gauges, 7 to 8, $3 extra; No. 9, $5 
extra. Less than carload lots, $5 extra. We quote 
from local stocks; tank steel '4 inch and heavier, up 
to 72 inches wide, 2c to 2.10c; 72 inches to 96 inches 
wide, 2.10¢ to 2.20c; 3-16 inch up to and including 
60 inches wide, 2.10c to 2.20c; 3-16 inch 72 inches 
wide, 2.35c to 2.45c; No, 8, up to 60 inches wide, 
2.15¢c to 2.25c; flange steel, 25c extra; heads, 25¢ 
extra. 





WIRE NAILS. 

Although but little new business is coming in to the 
mills, heavy shipments are being made on contract 
orders. The market continues even in spite of the 
continued shipments to San Francisco. Chicago houses 
alone sent fifty thousand kegs and more are being 
figured on. Western stocks seem to be sufficiently 
large on other wire goods, and little new tonnage is 
being piaced by large jobbers. However, specifications 
are heavier than at this season last year. Prices are 
firm at $2.00 in car lots to jobbers and $2.05 in car lots 





to retailers, with advance of 5 cents for less than car 
lots from mills. 





TIN GOES HIGHER. 

Tin sold during the week at a higher price than any 
record yet, the London market reaching £193 and 
futures at £180 10s. In New York it closed at 42.25c 
to 43c per pound. 





SHEETS. 

Difficulty has been experienced in either black or 
galvanized sheets. Specifications continue heavy with 
all the mills, and the one Chicago producer still re- 
ports twelve weeks as the earliest on galvanized and 
eight on black. Stock of galvanized sheets 26 and 27 
gauge have been practically exhausted as the result of 
the San Francisco demands. No material change has 
occurred on the figure quoted a week ago. 





BARB WIRE. 

Most of the new business in barb wire is coming 
from the railroads, as the hardware demand is about 
over. Some straggilng orders continue. Quotations 
are firmly maintained at the same scale quoted a week 
ago. 

OLD MATERIAL. 

The Chicago scrap market has awakened from the 
lethargy of several weeks past and shows more activ- 
ity, most of the trading being done by dealers. Bar 
iron mills are not laying much at the scale quoted be- 
low. Cast scrap is rather scarce and the price is firm, 
and number one wrought scrap of choice quality is in 
demand. Three Western roads have issued lists 
aggregating five thousand tons. The _ greatest 
range of prices paid by large consumers to producers 
and retailers, per gross ton, car load lots, f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, is as follows:

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IRON AND STEEL. 

The moldérs’ strike, which has closed over one- 
fourth of Chicago factories and practically all the fac- 
tories in Milwaukee, has had a depressing effect on the 
tonnage booked in pig iron during the week in re- 
view. Competition between Ohio and northern pro- 
ducers has been felt and the strike of longshoremen 
has not affected unloading cargoes in Chicago. Heavy 
inquiries are being received for 1907, Western roads 
having already contracted for more than two hundred 
thousand tons of rails for 1907 delivery, and the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad alone placed orders for 180,930 
tons, this being the largest order ever given. The 
Pullman Company purchased three thousand tons of 
Southern iron on a basis of $14.00, Birmingham, for 
number two, and Lake Superior charcoal has declined 
$19.00, Chicago. 

Three large Chicago steel foundries bought fifteen 
hundred tons of malleable during the week. The In- 
ternational Harvester Company is waiting for a suit- 
able price to place a large tonnage.

Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly letter: 

A fair amount of inquiry and a good sprinkling of orders 
mark the record of the past week. Most of the contracts 
placed are for immediate shipment or for delivery over the 
remainder of the present quarter, for with the exception of 
basic iron little business has beén placed for the last half. 
Basic, however, has been in active demand, afid orders of 
considerable volume have been placed, not only for delivery 
spread over the entire last half but in some instances.for the 
fourth quarter alone. 

The manufacturers of northern charcoal iron have had 
a prosperous week. Their business has undoubtedly been 
helped by the extreme scarcity of Southern metal of this 
description. Prices of foundry grades remain unchanged, 
though without question the situation in the South is growing 
stronger, and after a careful personal canvass of the Southern 
iron producing states we find the amount of higher grade 
iron astonishingly small. No. 1 foundry and No. 1 soft for 
anything like prompt shipment are almost unobtainable; while 
No. 2 soft, 2 foundry and even 3 foundry are very scarce. 
Furnaces are running regularly, but the iron is being shipped 
out freely, and yards are practically clean. This lack of 
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stocks and the general optimistic feeling among furnacemen 
naturally makes the Southern situation a very strong one, 
and though there is no great amount of inquiry for future 
delivery, and orders for the last half have not yet attained 
any very great size, pig iron manufacturers seem entirely 
willing to wait for the buying movement, which they feel 
must certainly come before present quarter iron—which is 
sold—has been shipped out. Among the Ohio furnaces, while 
the feeling is possibly not quite so strong, prices remain very 
firm. Several malleable sales of good size are reported. 


Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly letter: 

Another active week has passed and there are still nu 
merous large inquiries in the market. Basic and malleable 
brands have been especially sought for, and a number of the 
sources of supply of basic have been temporarily exhausted. 
Many foundry orders have also been placed and other deals 
are pending. 

The keenest competition has apparently been in the Ohio 
field and special prices have been made to secure orders from 
desirable customers. It is believed that some of the furnaces 
that have been most anxious to fill their order books are 
speedily approaching the time when they will realize that 
consumption is going on at a pace that will take the output 
of all the furnaces. Consumers express themselves as satis- 
fied with the present range of prices, but naturally desire to 
get the best bargains possible. 

There is no abatement in the demand for quick shipments 
on existing orders, and furnace yards are kept practically 
bare. Hope is expressed that the longshoremen strike will be 
ended shortly, and if it is, many furnaces will be relieved 
from the anxiety under which they are now laboring in con 
sequence of scant ore supply. 

Southern iron is in steady demand for limited quantities, 
but at present the Northern furnaces are capturing the bulk 
of the business because of the lower figures being made for 
delivery north of the Ohio river. 

The coke situation shows no special change. In the Poca- 
hontas and Virginia districts labor is exceedingly scarce and 
operations are being restricted accordingly. The surplus stocks 
of coke accumulated by the foufdries in anticipation of the 
anthracite strike are gradually being reduced and the demand 
for foundry coke is increasing and probably will be normal 
again within the next thirty days.

MARKET FOR AMERICAN WASHING MACHINES 








Consul Murphy states, in a letter from Bordeaux, 
that he has been forcibly impressed with the idea that 
American washing machines ought to find a good mar- 
ket in that part of France. He writes: 

“There was one such machine introduced here some 
years ago, but as it was not properly advertised or pre- 
sented to the public in an intelligent manner, it seemed 
to make but little impression. ‘Washerwomen from 
the country monopolize the washing business, gather- 
ing the sojled linen one week and returning ‘t the next. 
They boil the clothes, use chemicals to whiten them, 
rinse them in the nearest stream, and spread the arti- 
cles over grass, hedges and barbed-wire fences to dry, 
which does not conduce to long wear of the linen. The 
cleansed goods are then returned to the families, who 
send them to an ironer, where they are generally kept 
another week. 

“T must reiterate that nearly all the advertising mat- 
ter sent here by American manufacturers means just 
so much loss to them, for all except from one firm are 
printed in English. Colored posters printed in French 
and illustrated would greatly help the sale of Ameri- 
can washing machines and other American articles of 
utility in France.”
